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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1. Applicant's election of Group III, claims 10-18 in the reply filed on 

5-3-06 is acknowledged. Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out 
the supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an 
election without traverse (MPEP § 818.03(a)). 

2. Claims 1-9 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1.142(b) 
as being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or linking 
claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on 5-3-06. 

Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments filed 3-7-07 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. The disclosure is still objected to because on page 5 of the specification, it 
is unclear how CoSn2, Co3Sn2, FeSn2, Cu6Sn5 can result from the formula 1, SnMlx. 
This formula only allows for Sni. Applicant argues that "unlike the Sn in the "SnMI" 
formula 1 which can only be Sn, the Sn in the intermetallic compound can be Sn1, Sn2 
or Sn5". The examiner disagrees because if Sn in the intermetallic compound can be 
Sn1 then using the formula you would have Sn2Mlx; if Sn2 then the formula would be 
Sn3Mix and if Sn5 than the formula would be Sn6Mix. There is no support for this in the 
specification. The specification states that for formula 1, SnMlx, Ml represents at least 
one kind selected from elements capable of forming an intermetallic compound with tin. 
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The value of x is within a range of 0.1-5. The intermetallic compound preferably 
includes Cu, Fe or Co. Therefore the formula does not allow for Sn to be anything other 
than Sn or Sni. Therefore the objection remains. 

Specification 

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: On page 5 of the 
specification, it is unclear how CoSn2, Co3Sn2, FeSn2, Cu6Sn5 can result from the 
formula 1 , SnMlx. This formula only allows for Sni. The specification states that for 
formula 1, SnMlx, Ml represents at least one kind selected from elements capable of 
forming an intermetallic compound with tin. The value of x is within a range of 0.1-5. 
The intermetallic compound preferably includes Cu, Fe or Co. Appropriate correction is 

required. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 10-18 are allowed.
